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The membership of the House and 
senate Armed Services Committees will 
he little changed in the new Congress 
which meets in January. 

Georgia’s two senior statesmen, Sen. 
Richard B. Russell and Representative 
Carl Vinson, will continue as chairmen. 
senator Leverett Saltonstall (Mass.) and 
Representative Leslie C, Arends (Ill.) re- 
main the ranking Republicans on the two 
committees. 
Despite large Democratic gains in both 
houses of Congress, only two Republican 
members of the House Armed Services 
committee were unseated—Representa- 
tives James T. Patterson (Conn.) and 
Paul Cunningham (Iowa). Among mem- 
ers of the Senate committee, only Sen- 
ator Frank A. Barrett (R-Wyo.) suffered 
defeat. 

All 20 Democratic members of the 
House committee, and all four Demo- 
cratic members of the Senate committee 
who were up for reelection were retained 
in office. 

Two additional Republican losses oc- 
cured however. Senator Ralph E, Flan- 
ders (Vt.) retired at the end of the 85th 
Congress, and Representative James P. S. 
Devereaux (Md.), stepped down from his 
House post and was defeated in his bid 
Wifor election as Governor of Maryland. 
At the close of the 85th Congress, the 
nate committee was composed of eight 
Democrats and seven Republicans, With 
the large gains which the Democrats 
chalked up in the Senate, there is a good 
nce that the committees’ Democratic 
tatio will be increased in the next Con- 
gress—perhaps ten to five—which would 
mean the addition of two new Demo- 
cratic members, 

The House committee membership in 
the 8th Congress included 20 Democrats 
and 17 Republicans. If the size of the 
committee remains the same, the ratio 
probably will be reduced to 24-13, which 
would mean that Republican representa- 
tive Frank Becker (N. Y.), would lose 
his seat on the committee, and four, pos- 
sibly five, Democrats would be added. 
The defeat of Representatives Cun- 
ningham, with 18 years’ in the House, 
and Patterson, ten years in the House, 
will mean a jump in seniority for Repre- 
sentatives William H. Bates (R-Mass.) 
and William E. Hess (R-Ohio), who take 
fifth-and sixth-ranking posts on the Com- 
mittee, Other junior committee members 
also will move up.

“Goliath” Amphibian 
Aids Landing Forces 


A 100-ton amphibious tank-cargo vehi- 
cle, nicknamed “Goliath,” has been de- 
veloped for the Navy by the Pacific Car 
& Foundry Co., Renton, Wash, 

The four-track cargo carrier is slated 
to be put through its paces next month 
at the Marine Corps base, Camp Pendle- 
ton, Calif. 

Officially designated LVTUX-2, “Go- 
liath” is able to carry any tank or other 
heavy equipment currently in use from 
the surf directly inland to protected sup- 
ply areas. In current amphibious land- 
ings a problem arises when heavy equip- 
ment must be off-loaded on to beaches, 
creating congestion in the assault area. 

“Goliath” is powered by two 500-hp 
engines and can carry 60 tons of cargo 
through water at 7 mph and 13 mph on 
land. The vehicle is 46 feet long and is 
14% feet high. It is equipped with two 
retractable propellers.

Time Lag Of New Weapons From Concept 


To Troops Is Too Long, Gen. Clarke Says 


Members of the Army Scientific Advi- 
sory Panel, which met in Colorado 
Springs, 26-29 Oct., were concerned with 
ways and means of cutting the “lead 
time” required from the inception of 
weapons to placing them in the hands 
of troops. 

This was pointed out by Dr. William H. 
Martin, Director of Research and Devel- 
opment, Department of the Army, during 
a press interview held between subpanel 
sessions. 

The problem also was highlighted by 
Gen. Bruce C, Clarke, Commanding Gen- 
eral, Continental Army Command, in one 
of the principal addresses, 

In discussing the “time lag” connected 
with availability of weapons, General 
Clarke noted that it takes the Army five 
to ten years “to go from concept to items 
in the hands of troops.” 

“This is too much time. It must be re- 
duced to maintain a constant state of 
U. S. preparedness to counter the Soviet 
world-wide threat,” General Clarke as- 
serted. 

His address pointed up the ever present 
need for improved mobility, firepower, 
communications, and support required to 
keep the modern U. 8. Army’s soldier 
able “to move, shoot, communicate, and 
sustain himself on the battlefield under 
all conditions of climate, geography, and 
weather.” 

ASAP, composed of leading representa- 
tives from the fields of science and in- 
dustry, serves as an important resource 
body which advises the Secretary of the 
Army on a wide range of matters. 

Lt. Gen, Charles E. Hart, Commanding 
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General of the U. S. Army Air Defense 
Command, was host for the initial recep- 
tion and dinner at Ent AFB, where 
USARADCOM Headquarters is located. 
General Earle E. Partridge, Commander- 
in-Chief, North American Air Defense 
Command, was host at Ent during the 
first luncheon, 

The Army is “very much dissatisfied” 
with the present lead time required in 
moving “from one device to another” in 
the field of weapons, Dr. Martin said. 
He said that in the case of some major 
weapons “eight years or more” were re- 
quired to go from initiation to the “ulti- 
mate availability of the weapon.” 

Accordin gto Dr. Martin, studies are be- 
ing made to determine where speedups 
in production can be made by doing some 
jobs “simultaneously,” that is, starting 
some production while weapons are still 
in development,

Launched in 1892, the 63-year-old cruiser 
won fame in the Spanish-American War 
as the lead ship in the assault on the 
Spanish Fleet in Manila Bay. On 1 May 
1898, Commoder Dewey’s Fleet, ineclud- 
ing the cruisers Raleigh, Boston and Bal- 
timore and the gunboats Petrel and Con- 
cord, steamed past the Spanish batteries 
on Corregidor and arrived off Manila at 
daybreak and immediately engaged the 
Spanish Forces. 

The action ended with the destruction 
of Spain’s Philippine Fleet. The Spanish 
lost seven major ships. Not a single 
American vessel was damaged, 

Four years ago the Navy announced 
its intention to scrap Olympia. Subse- 
quently, Congress passed a bill permit- 
ting the Navy to sell her to a non-profit 
organization, The historic ship is expected 
to be permanently berthed in Philadel- 
phia which is planning to build a recrea- 
tional center along the Delaware River.

Flying Saf ety 


Maj. Gen, Jack W. Wood, Deputy In- 
spector General, USAF, likened aircraft 
accidents to communicable diseases when 
he welcomed more than 300 conferees to 
the fourth Worldwide Flying Safety Offi- 
cers’ Conference at San Bernardino, Calif. 

General Wood said, “Just as diseases 
will always be with us so will certain 
types of accidents. The Flying Safety 
Program of the USAF can be compared 
to preventive medicine in that constant 
study and research can reduce the oc- 
currence of accidents. 

“Just as certain ‘bugs’ have been iso- 
lated and destroyed in medicine—you, 
Flying Safety Officers, have been able to 
isolate and eliminate certain ‘bugs’ in 
your accident prevention effort.” 

Following General Wood’s welcoming 
address which included the reading of a 
telegram of greeting from Lt, Gen. Elmer 
J. Rogers, The Inspector General for the 
United States Air Force, Maj. Gen. Jo- 
seph D, Caldara, Flight Safety Research 
Director, USAF, told the conferees that 
the mission of the flying safety officer 
can be summed up in three salient points. 

“First,” General Caldara said, “we must 
collect information as to causes of our 
accidents. Why do they happen? Secondly, 
we must analyze this information and 
conduct research in order that these ac- 
cidents may be prevenetd. Thirdly, and 
most important,” the General stated, “we 
must get this information to the working 
level of the Air Force. And that means,” 
he said, “the young airmen working on 
the flight line and the young pilot di- 
rectly out of flying school.” 

General Caldara told the conferees that 
the accident rate throughout the Air 
Force is at an all-time low. He said that 
the rate of 13.8, which was established in 
1957, has been reduced to a current rate of 
10.8, but he pointed out that there is a 
grim paradox in this reduction. While the 
rate has been continuously decreasing, 
the percentage of fatal accidents has been 
increasing. 

A few years back only one accident in 
13 was fatal and it has now reached the 
point that one out of every three major 
aircraft accidents results in a fatality to 
the pilot. “This, of course,” the General 
added, “is due to the fact that extremely 
high performance aircraft have been 
added to the inventory.” The General con- 
cluded his presentation by asking for a 
sound comprehensive flying safety pro- 
gram for 1959, which will save pilots’ 
lives. 

The conference’s prime objective was 
the development of an accident preven- 
tion program which will be_ utilized 
throughout the entire Air Force during 
1959.
